toxine may be present in fresh eggs, 
but much moro often ocours in those 
that are 
stale, 
and mixing long- 
broken eggs witb cream—as is done 
so frequently by bakers—is especially 
liable to produoe tbe septic altera­ 
tion. 
Feeding hens with putrid or 
diseased meat is a fruitful source of 
tbe infection of tbe wbite of eggs. 
This investigator would condemn all 
desiccated and 
preserved eggs, and 
as there is no way of distinguishing 
safe fresh eggs, be would insist that 
all eggs to be eaten sbould be well 
boiled or sterilized by other thor­ 
ough cooking, and particularly that 
raw eggs should not be usod witb 
cream in pastry. 
'The oommon sunflower, a native of 
Peru and Mexico, is gaining favor in 
parts of Europe as a febrifuge. 
In 
Russia, where tbe plant is extensively 
outivated tor its edible seeds and its 
oil, fever patients sleep upon beds of 
sunflower leaves and a Russian physi­

The Town Library Matter. 


As the proposed towu library seems 
to tie little understood uy the cltizeDS 
generally, it is not out ot place to 
give some of the facts. 
i t is perhaps 
generally kuowu th at the movement 
has for its object the securing ot a 
g ilt of $10,01)0 from Andrew Carnegie 
for the erection of a library building. 
T his is the motive power of the agita­ 
tion, not any p articu lar demand in 
the conditions of Jackson at this tim e 
th a t 
calls 
for such a movement. 
Carnegie has n standing offer of the 
above sum in aid of the establishment 
of a library in sm all incorporated 
towns. 
Sm aller towns than Jackson, 
it is claim ed, bave secured this sum, 
aud 
why should ’n t we get in line. 
R ut this offer is apt .to lead to very 
erroneous oouclusions. 
People get 
the impression that' Inasm uch as the 
free gift business'is the basis upon 
which the library rests, it will con 
tinu e to be a gift all th ro u g h —th at it 
will iuvolve no expense to the tax­ 
payers. 
T his is entirely a mistake. 
Caruegie is a shrewd business man, as 
well as a generous m ulti-m illionaire. 
He does not scatter this money in 
libraries w ithout exaotiug some con 
dition s trom the people receiviug the 
benetit. 
A uburn in Placer county, 
bus succeeded in gotting a library gitt 
of $10,000 lately. 
The gift, however, 
requires th at a sum of not iess than 
$1090 annually be raised by the town 
folks in support, of the library. 
The 
building lot m ust also be first se 
cured. 
J'bese conditions are essential 
to securing 
tbe gift. 
A librarian 
would have to be employed to look 
after the business, and other run ning 
oxpenses incurred. 
It may be safely 
said that the ann ual cost would be 
considerably in excess of $1000, as 
tunes now are. 
Flstimatiug the tax 
able property within the city lim it 
at $700.000, the special tax to raise 
tbe necessary sum to keep the librar 
going in anything like shape would 
run close up to 20 cents on the $100 
If Jackson were comprised mainly of 
literary and reading com m unity, this 
expense would 
be gladly 
borne. 


largely ot the non-reading class, 
whom a town library w,.uld 
he 
attractio n whatever. 
T his m atter should be well digested 
before any decisive action is taken. 
The town is too youug in selt-govern- 
m ent to branch out into luxuries of 
this nature. 
Tbe people are none too 
well satisfied with the experience of 
incorporation so far 
gained. 
The 
bonetita have not materialized accord­ 
ing to promises. 
The city is not on 
th e crest of prosperity at present. 
The time lim it before a move to d is ­ 
incorporate has not yet expired, aud 
we thiuk this library movement might 
well bo deferred beyond the two year 
m ark, within which a vote to dis­ 
organize cannot he taken.

The Am ador D ispatch in its last 
issue publishes an article from the 
Jo u rn al of Education, published in 
Hoston, Mass., on school matters in 
Amador county. 
The articlo is com ­ 
plim entary of tho course pursued aud 
initiated

ot 
office, 
ot holdiog 
the county 
in stitu te outside of the county, 
lla d 
the writer been satisfied with a simple 
com m endation 
of th is 
policy, 
no 
objection 
would

made to the 
article. 
Rut he was not satisfied, and 
steps outside to say very nncompli- 
m entary and u n tru th fu l things of the 
teachers, aud the conditions-of educa­ 
tional affairs in Amador county.

When he became su p erin ten d ­ 
ent forty per cent of the teachers had 
never been outside of the couuly.

traiu of cars or even dreamed of a 
street car. 
This was true ot a large num ber of

don, 
as superintendent,

tbe solution of tbe problem. 
He said 
we do not warn teachers from o u t­ 
side. 
They will not stay 
it they 
come. 
They will not adapt them ­ 
selves to our necessities. 
It is much 
better to use our own young people. 
B ut they must see som ething ot the 
great woild bevond. 
............................ He conceived the idea 
—he was the first man in the world so 
Far as is known to entertain the idea 
pf bolding a county institute far o u t­ 
side of the county. 
He held nis first 
outside iustitute 127 miles away at 
the 
famous 
S tate 
University 
at 
B e r k e l e y ........................................................ 
What has it done for the schools of 
Amador couuty. 
The teachers read 
m uch more than ever' before. 
They 
read much better ffooks and papers 
etc. 
Wo cau imagine how the 
sohool 
teachers ot this county feel at being 
thus held up to the outside woild by 
one of 
tbe prom inent 
educational 
jo u rn als 
of 
tbe 
county, w T hat a 
county like Amador, the population 
of which is as shifting as any in the 
state of California —where the people 
generally are noted for their proneness 
to travel and see som ething of the 
outside world, should be su exhibited, 
is som ething of a jar. 
We desire to 
refu te this slander about the teachers' 


The Amador Record commends tho 
supervisors tor rejcotiug a claim for 
advertising at their last meeting on 
the ground th a t the work was not 
ordered. 
We know not the source of 
this piece of inform ation, 
but will 
say that., as usual, our cotemporary 
is talking away from the facts. 
The 
advertising was ordered.

Loukiug down the list of articles in 
eluded in 
th e 
stationery 
list no 
mention is made of 
record books, 
which constitute by far the heaviest 
item of expense in tbe stationery or 
prin tin g liue. 
A lot ot things are 
m entioned which are never called for; 
a p articu lar brand is . called for in 
others, which would not pass the test 
of the courts. 
It is sim ply giving, as 
far as this county is concerned, 
monopoly 
of 
such 
articles 
to 
favorit9 
m anufacturer. 
It is 
dis- 
crim iuatiou in its worst torm, and 
should be dropped. 
The stationery 
list calls for a quality of goods in 
some instances which do not figure iu 
the catalogue of 
wholesale houses, 
and uf oourse never have been, and 
never will be furnisbed. 
The persistent omission of such an 
im po rtan t item as record books, in 
the face of repeated m ention thereof, 
is unfavorably discussed in circles 
where tbe fact is known. 
N aturally 
an in terpretátion of this violation of 
the plain provisions of the law will 
be resorted to, and the conclusion 
reached cannot iu the n ature of things 
be favorable to those responsible for 
this state of affairs. 
Every claim 
allowed for record books under this 
no contract condition is illegal. 
A 
protest is liable to be filed against 
tho paym ent 
of such bills at any 
time, 
indeed, it is an open question 
whether a su it 
to recover all the 
moneys paid out u nder this system 
against 
those responsible 
therefor, 
and th eir bondsmen 
would not be 
sustained by the courts. 
Aud yet we 
go o o'y eaF atter year a t this negligent 
and unsatisfactory pace.
